For  those  who  do  not  know ;  I  want  to  say  that  I  am  a  member 
of  the  PHILIP  HARLESS  family  thru  my  mother's  mother.,  Agnes  Clarissa 
Harless,  who  was  born  on  Harless  Creek,  Pike  County,  Kentucky  in  1822. 


The  origin  of  the  name,  HaRLESS,  is  unknown  to  me  at  the  pre¬ 
sent  time.  In  Bavaria  it  was  originally  spelled  "HaRLES"«.  The  nam©' 
may  have  originated  in  France,  as  there  is  a  similarity  to  the  old 
French  word  "ARLES"<. 


It  is  believed  that  PHILIP  HARLESS,  1716-1772,  was  the  first 
person  of  the  name  to  come  to  this  Country.  Then  some  time  after  1812 
three  brothers  came  over.  Cne  settled  at  Fort  Dearborn  (now  Chicago), 
one  went  to  Nebraska,  and  the  third  settled  in  Tennessee. 


The  author  knows  full  well  that  there  a  re  a  mult itude  of  blank 
spaces  in  this  manuscript.  To  fill  all  those  spaces  and  to  obtain  the 
lineages  of  many  missing  families  is  the  fervent  desire  of  all  of  us  who 
have  c  ol  la  bora  t  ed  i  n  ge  1 1  i  ng  together  this  data.  May  I  implore  each  and 
every  reader  to  send  me  any  add i t i ona 1  information  that  will  extend  any 
of  the  lineages,  or  that  will  help  to  correct  any  errors. 

The  data  contained  herein  has  been  collected  from  many  sources, 
some  more  or  less  unreliable,  and  from  many  people  from  all  parts  of 
the  Nation.  Then  came  the  task  of  fitting  it  together.  Many  times  it 
did  not  fit.  Therefore,  we  must  all  consider  what  I  have  set  down  as 
something  to  start  with.  Again  I  urge  everyone  to  send  me  additional 
data  and  to  advise  me  of  any  corrections.  At  some  future  time  when  any 
considerable  amount  of  additional  data  has  been  accummula ted,  someone 
should  publish  a  revised  second  edition.

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tHE  PALATINATES 


The  name  PALATINATE  (OeriHah-pfalfc)  wks  ftrlglnally  glVen  to  the  imperial  castles  of  the  oer- 
man  Empire.  These  castles  were  strategically  located  ahd  the  Oerman  Emperors  resided  In  them  alter¬ 
nately,  aiming  to  maintain  order  by  their  presence  and  to  administer  Justice  Impartially  in  all  the 
provinces  of  the  Empire.  The  Palatine  or  Count  Palatine  was  the  highest  civil  and  Judicial  officer 
In  these  castles.  Finally,  the  title  was  retained  by  only  two  of  the  territorial  magnates  of  the 
Empire,  whose  States  were  distinguished  as  the  upper  and  lower  palatinate,  or  as  the  Palatinates  of 
Bavaria  and  the  Rhine.  The  Counts  Palatine  of  the  Rhine  whose  original  castle  was  at  Alx-la-Chapelle 
were  already  in  possession  of  the  office  and  the  lands  pertaining  to  It  In  the  llth  century,  and  they 
were  probably  the  most  powerful  princes  In  the  German  Empire.  After  the  12th  century  there  were 
many  changes  in  Rulers  and  of  the  territory  of  the  Rhine  Palatinate.  At  one  time  France  controlled 
all  of  the  territory  west  of  the  Rhine,  it  has  always  been  one  of  the  richest  areas  of  the  German 
Empire.  During  the  many  wars,  especially  during  the  30  years  War,  the  people  suffered  great  priva¬ 
tions,  and  as  a  result,  in  the  early  10th  century  many  of  them  emigrated  to  other  countries,  in  the 
year  1706  there  were  many  thousands  in  the  vicinity  of  London*  The  English  sent  them  as  Colonists 
to  America  and  to  Ireland.  More  than  3000  Protestant  palatinates  were  sent  to  County  Limerick,  Ire¬ 
land,  to  replace  displaced  Catholic  Irish  and  many  Protestant  palatinates  were  sent  to  the  American 
Colonies,  principally  to  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  and  New  York.  More  than  3000  Catholic  Palatinates 
who  refused  to  give  up  their  religion  were  returned  to  Germany.  The  earliest  known  Palatinate  who 
came  to  this  country  was  Dietrich  Tyrker,  the  Oerman  teacher  of  Leif  Erickson.  He  was  with  the  first 
expedition  made  by  Lief  Erickson  in  the  year  1001  and  wintered  in  Vineland.  By  1003  a  village  had 
been  founded,  and  In  1006  they  had  a  town.  The  Catholic  Bishop  Erich  Inspected  the  colony  In  1121. 
For  300  years  the  colony  prospered,  then  the  plague  (black  death)  and  Indian  troubles  caused  abandon¬ 
ment. 


From  1720  to  1740  was  a  period  when  great  numbers  of  Palatinates  came  to  the  American 
Colonies.  Between  the  years  1730  and  1740  they  were  encouraged  to  settle  in  the  Western  part  of  the 
Colony  of  Virginia,  in  1714  Governor  Alexander  Spottswood  founded  German  Settlement,  changed  In  1720 
to  Spottsylvanla.  in  1735  Johan  Kasper  (Stauffer)  founded  a  Church  at  Germanna,  on  Robinson  River, 
a  tributary  of  the  Shenandoah,  where  he  had  been  granted  a  tract  of  5000  acres.  Adam  Harper  estab¬ 
lished  the  ferry  on  the  Potomac,  now  known  as  Harper's  Ferry.  Justus  Heldt  brought  10  families  from 
York,  Pa.  to  the  Shenandoah  and  settled  them  near  where  the  town  of  Winchester  now  stands. 

One  of  the  Palatinates  who  landed  at  Philadelphia  in  1738,  was  PHILIP  HARLESS,  1716-1772, 
who  reached  these  colonies  on  the  ship  "The  Winter  Galley".  He  took  the  Prescribed  oath  of  Alle¬ 
giance  5  September  1738.  With  him  was  his  wife  Anna  Margaretta  (Prelsch)  1718-1784,  daughter  of 
J.  Hendrick  and  Agnes  prelsch,  his  sister,  Margaretta,  the  wife  of  Johan  Michael  prelsch,  also 
Daniel,  Augustine,  and  Henry  Prelsch  (Price)  brothers  of  Johan  Michael  Prelsch.  in  the  next  record 
we  have  of  these  families,  they  are  located  In  Shenandoah  County,  Virginia,  on  the  Shenandoah  River. 
They  were  there  for  some  8  or  10  years,  and  then  we  next  find  them  in  the  German  New  River  Settle¬ 
ments,  Southwest  of  the  present  City  of  Roanoke.  There  Philip  Harless  acquired  considerable  land, 
raised  a  family  of  5  sons  and  two  daughters.  He  was  among  those  who  built  in  1750,  the  first  Luth¬ 
eran  Church  West  of  the  Blue  Ridge  mountains. 

Philip  Harless  and  his  sons,  In  addition  to  their  main  occupation  of  farming  and  stock 
raising,  were  engaged  In  building  roads  for  several  years.  At  the  time  they  moved  from  the  Shenan¬ 
doah  to  New  River  (first  called  Wood's  River)  there  were  no  roads  worthy  of  the  name.  Very  shortly 
It  became  necessary  to  build  suitable  military  roads.  At  first  the  Indians  were  peaceful,  but  In 
1749  the  home  of  Adam  Harmon  on  New  River  was  attacked  by  marauding  Indians  who  did  considerable 
damage  to  his  property,  besides  carrying  off  many  valuable  skins.  This  Is  said  to  be  the  first  case 
of  depredation  by  Indians  West  of  the  Blue  Ridge.  But  from  then  on  ’until  after  the  Revolutionary 
War,  the  settlers  In  that  region  were  never  safe  from  Indian  attacks,  in  1755  Vause's  Fort  which 
was  located  on  the  headwaters  of  the  James  River,  was  attacked  and  destroyed  by  the  Indians.  Twenty 
four  persons  were  either  killed  or  captured  and  most  of  Vause's  livestock  was  slaughtered.  Forts, 
stockades  and  military  roads  then  became  a  necessity.  Numerous  records  of  those  years  show  that 
Philip  Harless  and  his  sons  were  appointed  overseers  for  the  construction  of  military  roads. 

The  Colony  of  Virginia  organized  Its  territory  Into  Counties  as  the  western  advance  of 
settlements  took  place.  Prior  to  1730  all  of  Virginia  West  of  the  Blue  Ridge  was  Included  In  orange 
County,  in  1745  Augusta  County  was  established.  It  was  bounded  on  the  East  by  the  Blue  Ridge,  on 
the  North  by  Pennsylvania  and  Maryland,  on  the  South  by  Carolina,  and  on  the  West  by  the  Ohio  and 
Mississippi  Rivers.  Botetourt  County  was  formed  from  a  part  of  Augusta  In  1770.  in  1772  Flncastle 
County  was  cut  off  from  Augusta  and  In  1776  Flncastle  was  divided  Into  Montgomery,  Washington  and 
Kentucky  Counties.  Kentucky  County  had  practically  the  same  boundaries  as  the  State  of  Kentucky 
has  today,  out  of  the  original  territory  within  Montgomery  County  there  has  been  established  66 
Counties  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  there  Is  still  a  considerable  area  within  the  present  County  of 
Montgomery. 


From  1740  to  the  beginning  of  the  Revolutionary  War  was  a  period  of  great  activity  in 
settling  the  lands  of  Western  Virginia,  in  1740  peter  jeTferson,  father  of  Thomas,  was  granted 
10,000  acres  on  New  River.  George  Washington  had  begun  surveying  lands  In  1748  at  the  age  of  16. 

In  1755  he  was  present  at  shaddock's  defeat,  In  1756  he  was  Commander-In-Chief  of  the  Virginia 
Militia,  engaged  In  building  forts,  stockades  and  military  roads  for  the  protection  of  the  settlers. 
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Patrick  Henry  was  a  member  of  the  Virginia  Oeneral  Assembly.  Daniel  Boone  was  living  with  hie  family 
on  the  Yadkin  River  in  North  Carolina,  when  he  was  not  away  on  hunting  expeditions  in  Kentucky. 

Thomas  Jefferson  was  a  member  of  the  Virginia  General  Assembly  and  was  buying  the  land  where  now 
stands  Montlcello.  Jefferson  was  the  first  owner  of  The  Natural  Bridge  or  Virginia.  He  acquired 
title  to  an  area  of  157  acres  surrounding  the  Bridge  from  King  George  III  In  1774,  arter  Washington 
had  made  a  preliminary  survey. 

in  spite  of  the  danger  from  Indians  and  the  vicissitudes  of  pioneer  living,  Philip  Harless 
with  some  other  settlers  on  New  River  organized  St.  Peter's  Lutheran  Church  In  1750,  the  first  Church 
West  of  the  Blue  Ridge.  In  1946  a  suitable  monument  was  dedicated  to  mark  the  site  of  the  original 
Church.  The  following  names  are  Inscribed  on  the  monument:  RICHARD  HAEVEN,  PHILIP  HARLESS,  ADAM 
HARMAN,  JACOB  HARMAN,  VALENTINE  HARMAN,  JACOB  HARNBERGER,  ISRAEL  LAURTON,  SAMUEL  PEPPER,  AUGUSTINE 
PRICE,  DANIEL  PRICE,  HENRY  PRICE,  MICHAEL  PRICE,  JACOB  SHELL,  and  ADAM  WALL. 

Philip  Harless  and  his  wife  were  burled  In  The  Philip  Harless  Cemetery  at  Long's  Shop, 
Virginia  which  Is  located  on  the  original  Harless  homestead.  A  new  grave  stone  for  their  grave  was 
unveiled  on  Memorial  Day  1948  with  appropriate  ceremonies.  The  Hon.  Julius  Goodman,  Commonwealth 
Attorney  for  Montgomery  Co.  read  a  paper  written  by  J.  L.  Pritchard,  MD.,  of  Santa  Clara,  California 
entitled,  "A  Tribute  to  Philip  and  Anna  Margaretta  Harless".  It  Is  appropriate  that  that  article  be 
included  at  this  point. 


A  TRIBUTE  TO  PHILIP  AND  ANNA  MARGARETTA  HARLESS 

In  my  mind's  eye  I  can  see  the  vine  clad  hills,  the  waving  grain  fields,  and  the  apple 
trees  in  the  German  Palatinate  on  the  Rhine  of  many  years  ago.  The  castled  crags  of  Drachenfels 
towered  above  a  pleasant  country  side,  with  Its  fertile  farms  and  thriving  villages.  A  pleasing 
picture  of  a  happy  and  contented  people. 

Then  came  wars  and  tyrannical  Rulers.  Great  political  and  religious  disturbances  swept 
the  country.  No  longer  could  the  people  worship  as  they  pleased.  They  had  to  change  their  religion 
to  conform  to  the  wishes  of  the  current  ruling  Prince.  The  times  were  truly  'out  of  Joint'.  Peace 
and  plenty  were  no  longer  to  be  found  In  the  land,  and  the  hearts  of  the  people  were  sorely  troubled. 

But  "God  moves  In  mysterious  ways,  His  wonders  to  perform*.  They  heard  of  a  country  beyond 
the  seas,  "Where  a  man  was  a  man,  if  willing  to  toll;  and  the  humblest  could  gather  the  fruits  of  the 
soil".  And  what  was  more  Important  -  people  could  worship  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  their 
consc lence. 

It  took  brave  hearts  and  trusting  Souls  to  bid  goodbye  to  home  and  loved  ones.  Crossing 
the  ocean  was  hazardous  and  the  voyage  took  many  days.  The  country  to  which  they  proposed  going  was 
strange  to  them.  The  people  spoke  another  language,  had  different  laws  and  customs. 

But  Philip  and  Anna  Margaretta  Harless,  with  trust  In  God,  bade  farewell  to  their  native 
land,  their  parents,  and  all  the  dear  scenes  of  their  childhood.  They  landed  In  Philadelphia  In 
1738  from  the  ship,  THE  WINTER  GALLEY.  But  who  knows  why  they  did  not  settle  there?  Perhaps  they 
heard  of  a  more  pleasing  country,  more  like  their  homeland  on  the  Rhine.  So  they  went  South  to  the 
Shenandoah,  remained  there  a  few  years,  and  then  moved  on  to  this  fair  country.  Here  among  these 
fertile  valleys  and  pleasant  hills  they  lived  out  their  allotted  span  of  years. 

They  and  their  neighbors  who  were  the  first  to  settle  here  had  to  withstand  all  the  vicis¬ 
situdes  of  a  pioneer  people.  They  hewed  their  farms  from  the  wilderness,  built  their  houses,  raised 
their  crops,  built  Churches,  and  brought  up  their  families.  They  were  law  abiding  and  God  fearing 
people. 


But  In  addition  to  all  the  other  hardships,  they  lived  In  continuous  danger  from  Indian 
attacks  for  more  than  50  years.  During  the  French  and  Indian  Wars  their  situation  became  extremely 
dangerous.  Forts  and  stockades  and  roads  had  to  be  built  for  their  protection.  But  the  Indians 
continued  their  depredations,  murdering  the  settlers,  killing  their  stock,  burning  their  dwellings, 
destroying  their  crops,  and  carrying  off  prisoners. 

These  settlements  were  the  outposts,  the  first  line  of  defense  on  the  frontier  of  civili¬ 
zation.  in  order  to  establish  forts  and  stockades  and  organize  the  militia,  the  commander  In  Chief 
of  the  Virginia  Militia  made  an  Inspection  trip  thru  this  area,  and  then  wrote  a  report  on  the  situ¬ 
ation  to  Oovernor  Dinwiddle.  The  date  of  that  report  was  22  April  1756,  and  the  writer.  Colonel 
George  Washington.  1  quote  from  that  report:  "Your  Honor  may  see  to  what  unhappy  straits  the  dis¬ 
tracted  Inhabitants  and  myself  are  reduced.  I  am  too  little  acquainted,  Sir,  with  pathetic  language 
to  attempt  a  description  of  the  people's  distresses;  tho  I  have  a  generous  aoul,  sensible  of  wrongs, 
and  swelling  for  redress.  But  what  can  1  do?  If  bleeding,  dying,  would  glut  their  insatiate  re¬ 
venge;  I  would  be  a  willing  offering  to  Savage  fury  and  die  by  Inches,  to  save  these  people.  I  see 
their  situation,  know  their  danger  and  participate  their  suffering,  without  having  It  In  my  power  to 
give  them  further  relief  than  uncertain  promises,  in  short,  I  see  Inevitable  destruction  in  so  clear 
a  light,  that,  unless  vigorous  measures  are  taken  by  the  Assembly,  and  speedy  assistance  sent  from 
below,  the  poor  Inhabitants  who  are  now  in  forts  must  unavoidably  fall.  The  supplicating  tears  of 
the  women  and  moving  petitions  from  the  men  melt  me  Into  such  deadly  sorrow  that  I  solemnly  declare, 
If  I  know  my  own  mind,  I  could  offer  myself  a  willing  sacrifice  to  the  butchering  enemy,  provided 
that  would  contribute  to  the  people's  ease". 
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It  need  no  further  words  of  mine  to  describe  the  perils  of  these,  our  ancestors.  Neither 
need  I  tell  you  that  these  brave  men  and  courageous  women  did  not  retreat,  but  kept  up  the  fight. 

Some  gave  their  lives,  others  lost  their  property,  but  they  neld  on  until  the  danger  had  passed. 

And  so  today  we  are  here  to  dedicate  a  monument  to  mark  the  last  resting  place  of  Philip 
Harle6S  and  Anna  Margarette  Prelsch.  We,  their  descendants,  now  live  In  many  different  States  of 
the  Union.  From  the  Great  Lakes  to  the  Rio  Grande;  from  Virginia  to  California.  The  names  of  all 
their  descendants  are  not  known  to  us,  but  we  do  know  that  among  them  are  men  and  women  of  many  pro¬ 
fessions  and  occupations.  Ministers  of  the  Oospel,  Physicians,  Lawyers,  College  professors,  Teachers, 
a  Member  or  Congress,  a  former  Mayor  of  a  City,  highly  placed  Government  Employees,  Farmers,  Business 
men.  Mechanics,  and  Scientists,  to  name  a  few  of  them.  Members  of  the  Harless  Family  have  been 
soldiers  In  all  our  wars.  At  least  4  served  during  the  Revolution,  some  In  the  war  of  1612,  others 
In  the  Civil  War;  the  First  World  War;  while  In  the  Second  world  War  there  must  have  been  a  batta¬ 
lion.  But  of  all  their  descendants,  none  are  greater  or  deserving  of  more  praise  than  Philip  Harless 
and  Anna  Margaretta  Prelsch. 

"Not  as  the  conqueror  comes,  They  the  true  hearted  came; 

Not  with  the  roll  of  stirring  drums  and  the  trumpet  that  sings  of  fame. 

There  was  woman's  fearless  eye,  lit  by  her  deep  love's  truth; 

There  was  manhood's  brow  serenely  high  and  the  fiery  heart  of  youth. 

What  sought  they  thus  afar?  Bright  Jewels  of  the  mines? 

The  wealth  of  seas?  The  spoils  of  wars? 

They  sought  a  Faith's  pure  shrine. 

Ay,  call  It  Holy  Ground,  the  soli  where  they  have  trod. 

THEY  have  left  unstained,  where  here  they  found,  Freedom  to  Worship  God.

The  sons  of  Philip  and  his  wife,  Anna  Margaretta  Harless  were  Martin,  David,  Philip  Jr., 
Henry,  and  Edmund  Emanuel,  and  his  daughters,  Mary  and  Margaret.  Martin  was  probably  born  in  the 
Palatinate.  There  Is  a  record  of  births,  deaths,  and  marriages  In  the  Philip  Harless  Bible,  which 
had  been  handed  down  thru  several  generations.  This  blble  was  last  seen  about  1944  when  It  was 
delivered  Into  the  custody  of  a  certain  person  who  promised  to  get  a  translation  of  the  family  re¬ 
cords  which  were  written  in  German  script.  That  was  the  last  seen  of  the  Bible.  Until  It  Is  found, 
It  will  be  Impossible  to  verify  certain  data  which  pertains  to  the  early  days  of  the  family  In 
Virginia. 


Philip  Harless  made  a  will  which  Is  on  record.  It  directed  that  his  property  be  divided 
among  his  children.  Martin  was  devised  a  large  tract  of  land  In  Clover  Hollow,  on  the  waters  of 
Sinking  Creek  which  Is  a  tributary  of  New  River.  Four  sons  were  given  land,  all  of  It  In  the 
vicinity  of  the  Horse-Shoe  bend  of  New  River,  while  Henry  was  given  his  part  of  the  estate  in  cash. 

Martin  married  Catharine  Llngel,  a  daughter  of  Johan  Jacob  Lingel.  They  had  five  sons 
and  two  daughters.  Three  of  his  sons,  Ferdinand,  Philip  and  Daniel,  served  In  the  Virginia  militia 
during  the  Revolutionary  War.  Their  war  records  are  in  the  Soldier's  records  of  the  National 
Archives,  Washington,  DC.  On  22  March  1834  all  three  filed  claims  for  pensions.  Ferdinand's  appli¬ 
cation  Is  as  follows: 

"Claim  No.  4612.  On  22  March  1834  before  Robert  M.  Hutchinson,  Justice  of  the  Peace  for 
Olles  County,  Va. ,  appeared  FERDINAND  HARLESS,  age  79  years,  and  made  Claim  to  obtain  benefits  under 
an  Act  of  Congress  dated  7  June  1832,  submitting  the  following:  'That  In  the  Spring  of  1777,  In  the 
County  of  Bottetourt,  he  volunteered  to  serve  against  the  Indians,  and  that  he  served  under  the 
Command  of  the  following  named  Officers.  That  on  account  of  the  depredations  of  the  Indians,  the 
people  were  compelled  to  erect  Forts  and  station  men  In  them.  That  for  this  purpose,  In  the  Spring 
of  1777  he  volunteered  under  Captain  Floyd  and  served  In  garrison  In  the  County  of  Bottetourt  at  a 
place  called  Smlthflftld.  That  he  served  In  that  garrison  from  1  April  to  1  Oct.1777  ;  that  there  was 
a  regularly  embodied  corps  stationed  In  garrison  with  him  under  the  Command  of  Captain  Floyd,  and 
Colonel  Preston  was  there.  That  the  nature  of  his  services  was  to  remain  In  the  Fort  for  Its  defense 
Incase  It  were  attacked  by  the  Indians,  and  to  hold  himself  In  readiness  to  go  to  the  assistance  of 
any  other  Fort  that  might  be  attacked.  That  again  In  the  Spring  of  1778  he  again  volunteered  and 
served  under  the  same  officers  above  named  and  In  the  same  garrison  at  Smlthfleld  from  1  April  to 
1  Oct.  1778.  That  in  the  Spring  of  1779  he  again  volunteered  and  served  from  1  April  to  1  Oct.  under 
Captain  Lucas,  and  was  stationed  in  a  garrison  on  Sinking  Creek.  That  he  again  volunteered  In  the 
Spring  of  1780,  and  again  In  the  Spring  of  1781,  serving  each  year  from  1  April  to  1  Oct.  under 
Captain  Lucas  In  the  last  named  garrison. 

That  the  nature  of  his  services  was  to  remain  in  garrison  for  Its  defense,  and  to  range  and 
reconnoitre  in  spying  parties  on  watch  for  the  approach  of  Indians.  Part  of  the  garrison  served  at 
the  mouth  of  Sinking  Creek,  and  part  at  the  mouth  of  Stony  Creek. 

That  he  was  one  of  the  early  settlers  of  Western  Virginia  and  had  to  endure  much  of  the 
hardships  of  Indian  warfare.  That  he  recollects  when  a  party  of  Indians  gave  chase  to  Martin  Harless 
(his  father)  who  barely  escaped,  arriving  In  the  Fort  after  a  race  of  3  or  4  miles.  That  he  recol¬ 
lects  the  murders  and  taking  Into  captivity  of  many  of  his  neighbors,  amongst  whom  were  the  families

of  Lybrook,  Chapman,  McKlnsey,  and  a  number  of  others.  A  daughter  of  Lybrook  was  beat  on  the  head 
with  a  war  club  and  then  scalped.  She  was  found  the  next  morning  alive.  She  begged  for  a  drink  of 
water,  but  she  expired  very  soon,  in  scenes  like  these  he  passed  thru  the  Revolutionary  w ar.  That 

the  time  he  served  was  with  an  embodied  corps  and  that  during  that  time  he  followed  no  civilian 
pursuit. 


Witnesses:  Philip  Harless,  Parker  Lucas,  Daniel  Harless,  all  of  whom  served  with  him.  He 
was  born  in  Shenandoah  County,  va.  1755.  He  has  no  record  of  his  age  and  never  received  a  written 
discharge.  Rev.  Isaac  Scott  and  Robert  W.  Dennis,  character  witnesses,  testify  that  they  have  known 
Ferdinand  Harless  for  many  years,  that  they  believe  the  statements  as  set  forth  to  be  true.  Daniel 
Harless  and  Philip  Harless  make  an  affidavit  that  they  served  with  Ferdinand  Harless,  as  set  forth 
above.

CLAIM  FOR  REVOLUTIONARY  PENSION  No.  4613. 

SERVICE:  Virginia.  State  of  Virginia,  OUes  County: 

"On  the  22  day  of  March  1834,  Philip  Harless,  age  73  years,  a  resident  of  Giles  County, 
Virginia,  made  the  following  declaration  In  order  to  obtain  a  pension: 

"That,  In  the  County  of  Bottetourt  In  the  Spring  of  1777,  he  entered  the  service  of  the 
united  States  to  serve  against  the  Indians.  The  nature  of  his  service  and  the  authority  by  which  he 
was  called  out  Is  as  here-ln  stated: 

That,  in  the  County  or  Bottetourt,  Virginia  -  In  the  part  that  is  now  Montgomery  County, 
he  volunteered  under  the  Command  of  Captain  Floyd  and  served  from  the  Spring  of  1777  until  the  first 
part  of^October  of  the  same  year.  That  he  was  stationed  at  the  garrison  at  Smlthfleld.  That  again 
In  the  Spring  of  1778,  he  volunteered  and  served  In  the  same  garrison  from  the  first  of  April  until 
the  first  of  October  of  the  same  year,  under  the  same  Captain  Floyd.  That,  in  the  Spring  of  1779  he 
volunteered  under  the  Command  of  Captain  John  Lucas  and  served  from  April  1st  to  Oct.  1st.  That, 
he  took  the  Oath  of  Fidelity  as  an  Indian  spy,  and  was  so  engaged  against  the  Indians.  That,  In  1780 
and  1781  he  volunteered  to  serve  from  early  in  the  Spring  to  late  In  the  Fall  of  each  year.  That  he 
had  to  endure  the  perils  of  Indian  warfare  during  all  of  the  Revolutionary  war.  That  he  was  born  In 
Bottetourt  county  in  1760,  and  lived  In  Bettetourt  County  in  the  part  now  Montgomery  County  until 
1779,  and  since  then  has  lived  in  that  part  of  Bottetourt  County  that  Is  now  Giles  County".  The  usual 
affidavits  of  witnesses  and  Character  witnesses  are  affixed,  the  same  names  as  appear  In  the  Claim  of 
Ferdinand  Harless. 

The  application  of  DANIEL  HARLESS  Is  very  similar  to  the  two  foregoing.  Daniel  says  that 
he  was  born  In  1758,  "that  his  birth  is  recorded  in  the  family  blble  which  he  has  not  seen  In  years". 

*  *  * 

Ferdinand  Harless  1755-1853,  son  of  Martin,  married  Frances  .  ,  and  they  continued 

to  live  In  Clover  Hollow,  where  Ferdinand  died  at  the  age  of  98.  They  had  five  sons  and  five  daugli- 
£e£dlnand's  second  son  was  named  JOSEPH.  Joseph  Harless  1788-1838  married  Agnes  Adkins,  24 
prll  1810  and  shortly  thereafter  moved  to  Kentucky  where  they  settled  on  what  Is  now  called  HARLESS 
CREEK,  a  tributary  of  Russell  Fork  of  the  Big  Sandy  near  Plkeville,  Pike  County,  Kentucky.  There 
they  raised  a  family  of  two  sons  and  5  daughters,  and  on  the  banks  of  Harless  Creek,  Joseph  Harless 
is  burled.  Joseph  and  Agnes  at  one  time  owned  more  than  1500  acres  which  later  on  was  found  to  be 
rich  coal  land.  But  after  Joseph's  death  the  land  was  sold  and  Agnes  with  her  children  moved  to  Van 
Buren  County,  Missouri.  one  of  their  sons,  Aaron,  married  Elizabeth  Huston,  daughter- of  Preston 
Huston,  at  Plkeville,  Ky. ,  23  July  1830.  Just  before  or  shortly  after  his  father's  death,  Aaron  with 
his  family  moved  to  Van  Buren  Co.,  Mo.,  which  was  changed  to  Cass  County  In  1839.  There  Aaron  lived 
as  a  prosperous  farmer  until  after  1866  when  he  and  his  family  moved  to  Texas,  and  we  have  no  further 
record  of  him.  Myles  Harless,  Joseph's  second  son,  married  Margaret  Gann,  and  about  1857  left  for 
California,  where  many  of  his  descendants  now  live.  Joseph's  daughter,  Agnes  Clarissa  1822-1907, 
married  (1)  James  Noland  In  Cass  Co.,  Mo.,  12  Mar.  1840.  They  had  3  sons  and  descendants  of  these 
sons  now  live  In  Missouri  ana  California.  James  Noland  died  In  1846,  and  Agnes  Clarissa  then  married 
(2)  Louis  LaPlaunte.  it  Is  not  known  that  they  had  any  children,  but  they  raised  the  3  Noland  boys. 
Then  Louis  LaPlaunte  died  and  Agnes  Clarissa  married  (3)  Jacob  Decker  1818-1906,  a  palatinate  from 
Pennsylvania.  They  were  married  and  lived  for  some  time  In  St.  Joseph,  mo.,  later  moved  to  DeKalb 
Co.,  Mo.  Their  children  were  Jacob  Jr.,  and  Jennie  Prentice  Decker. 

Jennie  Prentice  Decker  1862-1932  m  Nelson  Fremont  Pritchard  1856-1931,  at  Maysvllle,  Mo., 

23  Feb.  1883.  They  made  their  home  In  DeKalb  county.  Mo.,  until  1910  when  they  moved  to  Calhan,  Colo., 
later  to  Colorado  Springs,  Colo,,  where  both  are  burled. 

Jacob  Decker,  the  rather  of  Jennie  Prentice  Decker,  was  born  In  Lancaster,  Pa.,  31  March 
1818.  His  ancestors  were  Palatinates  who  arrived  at  Phlla.  In  1737.

THE  HARLESS  ARMORIAL  BEARING. 

Tbe  f°llowln3  description  of  the  Harless  Armorial  Bearing  is  taken  from  Slebmacher's  Wappen- 
bach.  it  is  an  80  volume  work,  and  only  3  sets  are  to  be  found  In  this  Country.  They  are  In  The 
Library  of  Congress,  the  New  York  Public  Library,  and  the  Chicago  public  Library.  The  following  des¬ 
cription  Is  taken  from  Section  3,  Volume  11,  part  2,  page  95.  The  picture  of  the  emblazonment  Is  on 
page  80,  of  the  same  volume.  This  Is  a  literal  translation  from  the  German. 
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"HARLES.  Prussian  Noble. 

"A  member  of  this  noble  family,  which  still  exists,  participated  In  Military  Service,  first  In  1806 
as  a  Lieutenant  In  a  battalion  of  infantry  under  Count  Wedel,  and  then  In  1820  as  a  Captain  In  the 
13th  regiment  of  Infantry. 

SHIELD:  White  with  fess,  a  stalr-llke  gable  formed  of  seven  rows  of  tiles  superimposed. 

CASQUE:  Two  buffalo  horns,  divided  obliquely.  Covers:  Red  and  white. 

It  may  be  stated  as  a  matter  of  interest  that  Buffalo  horns  are  granted  to  officers  of 
high  rank  as  a  crest,  or  in  place  of  a  crest,  only  men  who  have  achieved  greatness  In  Civil  or 
Military  affairs  are  granted  Buffalo  horns". 

Considerably  more  could  be  written  about  this  Armorial  Bearing,  but  It  Is  too  technical 
to  be  understood  by  anyone  not  versed  In  the  subject.  Those  desiring  more  information  may  consult 
the  references. 

Ferdinand  Harless  wrote  his  will  in  March  1840  and  died  in  February  1853  at  the  age  of 
ninety  eight.  His  will  Is  to  be  found  In  Will  Book  No.  3,  page  24S,  at  Pearlsburg,  Giles  County, 
Virginia.  The  following  Is  a  copy: 

"I,  Ferdinand  Harless  of  the  County  of  Olles  and  State  of  Virginia,  being  very  weak  in 
body  but  In  perfect  mind  and  memory,  calling  unto  mind  the  mortality  of  my  body,  knowing  It  Is  ap¬ 
pointed  Tor  all  men  to  die,  do  make  this  my  last  will  and  testament,  principally  and  first  of  all 
I  recommend  my  Soul  unto  the  hands  of  Almighty  God  who  gave  It,  and  ray  body  I  recommend  to  the  Earth 
to  be  burled  In  a  Christian  burial.  And  as  touching  such  worldly  estate  wherewith  It  has  pleased 
God  to  bless  me  with  In  this  life,  I  give  and  dispose  of  In  manner  and  form  following:  First,  I 
desire  all  my  just  debts  and  funeral  expenses  to  be  paid  out  of  my  estate  by  my  Executors,  who  I  do 
hereln-after  appoint,  also,  my  grave  yard  to  be  paled  in  by  my  Executors.  Secondly,  I  give  and  be¬ 
queath  unto  my  nephew,  Lewis  Duncan,  one  horse,  saddle  and  bridle  not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars  In 
value.  Thirdly,  i  give  and  devise  unto  my  grand-daughter,  Nancy  Crlner,  one  bedstead  and  comfort¬ 
able  bedclothing  such  as  my  Executors  shall  set  apart  for  the  said  Nancy  crlner,  after  my  decease. 
Fourthly,  I  desire  that  my  Executors,  after  my  decease,  do  sell  the  balance  of  all  my  personal  pro¬ 
perty,  the  money  arising  therefrom  to  be  equally  divided  amongst  my  eleven  children,  namely,  my  sens 
Isaac,  Joseph,  Anthony,  Paul  and  Ellas,  and  daughters  Elizabeth,  Sarah,  Nancy,  Susan,  Delilah,  and 
Franky.  I,  also,  desire  and  do  hereby  empower  my  Executor  or  Executors  to  sell  all  my  lands  to  the 
highest  bidder  at  a  twelve  months  credit  for  onehalf  of  the  purchase  money,  and  credit  of  two  years 
for  the  other  half  of  the  purchase  for  the  aforesaid  lands.  When  the  purchase  money  be  all  paid, 
the  money  arising  therefrom  with  the  money  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  balance  of  my  other  property 
which  is  not  devised,  Is  to  be  divided  amongst  my  eleven  children  before  named,  equally,  with  what 
they  have  already  got  and  are  charged  with  In  a  book  which  I  have  kept  for  that  purpose.  I,  also, 
do  will  and  ordain  my  trusty  friend,  Isaac  Epllng  and  Michael  Surface,  as  my  Executors,  to  do  and 
act  according  to  this  my  last  will  and  testament,  hereby  made  and  acknowledged  In  the  presence  of 
the  undersigned  witnesses.  This  the  day  of  March  1846.

This  last  will  and  Testament  of  Ferdinand  Harless  which  has  been  proved  by  John  Lucas, 
one  of  the  subscribing  witnesses,  at  the  January  Court  last  passed,  was  this  day  again  presented 
In  Court  and  further  proved  by  Thompson  Chandler,  another  subscribing  witness,  and  admitted  to  re¬ 
cord.  on  motion  of  william  H.  Snldow,  Isaac  Epllng,  one  of  the  Executors,  being  dead  and  Michael 
Surface,  the  other,  refusing  to  act,  made  oath  thereto,  and  together  with  John  McClaugherty  and 
Absalom  Fry,  his  security,  signed  and  acknowledged  a  bond  In  the  penalty  of  five  thousand  dollars. 
Conditioned  according  to  law,  Administration  of  the  estate  of  the  said  Ferdinand  Harless,  with  the 
Will  annexed,  Is  granted  him  In  due  Torm.

The  second  son  of  Philip  and  Anna  Margaretta  was  named  David,  up  to  date  not  much  re¬ 
search  has  been  done  by  the  writer  on  his  descendants. 

The  third  son  was  named  Philip  jr  Some  of  Philip's  descendants  went  Into  West  Va.,  where 
many  of  them  now  live;  into  Kentucky,  Ohlj,  Indiana,  Missouri,  and  Illinois.  Many  of  Philip's  des¬ 
cendants  still  live  near  the  Ancestral  Home  In  Montgorery  and  Giles  Counties,  Va.  ,  where  they  own 
land  comprised  In  the  original  grants  obtained  by  the  Immigrant  PHILIP  around  1750. 
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The  fourth  son,  Henry,  was  a  great  road  builder,  and  land  owner  while  he  lived  In  Mont¬ 
gomery  Co.  just  after  1800  he  went  to  Anderson  Co.,  Tenn.  where  he  lived  for  some  years,  and  after 
1610  he  located  in  Huntsville,  Ala.,  where  he  died  In  1815.  He  had  five  sons  and  six  daughters. 

Some  of  his  descendants  now  live  In  Alabama,  others  went  to  Texas,  Oklahoma,  Arizona  and  California. 
One  of  his  descendants,  Needham  Bryant  Harless  1845-1939,  enlisted  In  the  Confederate  Army  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Civil  war,  being  then  about  16  years  of  age.  Later  on  In  his  life  he  became  an 
Honorary  Oeneral  and  Commander  of  the  Trans  -  Mississippi  Civil  War  Veterans.  Another  of  Henry's 
descendants  was  Richard  Fielding  Harless,  formerly  Congressman  fran  Arizona.  The  descendant  of 
Henry,  who  must  have  done  the  most  good  for  his  fellow-men,  Is  the  Rev.  w.  o.  Harless,  DD,  of  Ames, 
Iowa.  There  may  be  other  descendants  of  Henry  who  are  Ministers  of  the  Gospel,  but  we  have  no  record 
of  them. 

Martin  Harless,  the  first  son  of  Philip  and  Margaretta,  had  five  sons.  Ferdinand  has  al¬ 
ready  been  referred  to.  Philip,  Martin's  third  son,  left  many  descendants,  most  of  whom  went  to  w. 
Virginia,  and  States  farther  West.  Two  Of  Philip's  sons  married  daughters  of  Isaac  and  Spicy  (Scott) 
Barker.  Isaac  Barker  was  the  grand-son  of  James  Barker,  who  served  as  an  aide  to  Colonel  George 
Washington,  and  was  present  at  Braddock's  defeat  (1755).  Philip  Henry  Harless  1838-1923,  the  son  of 
Philip  Henry  Harless  and  Eliza  Barker,  served  In  the  Union  Army,  7th  w.  Va.  Cav.  He  lived  In  w.  Va. 
until  1069,  then  went  to  Missouri  where  he  died  at  Lee's  Summltt,  Mo.,  being  burled  at  Canton,  ill. 
Descendants  of  his  still  live  In  Illinois.

PHILIP  HARLESS  1716-1772,  first  immigrant  from  the  German  Palatinate,  arrived  in 
Philadelphia  5  Sept.  1738  on  the  Ship,  The  Winter  Galley,  from  Rotterdam.  With 
him  was  his  w ife ,  Anna  Margaretta  (Preisch)  1718-1784,  dau.  of  Johan  Heinrick  and 
Agnes  (  )  Preisch,  Johan  Michael,  Henry,  Augustine  and  Daniel  Pre  isch  who  were 

sons  of  Johan  Heinrick  and  Agnes  Preisch.  All  left  Philadelphia  very  soon  and  first 
settled  on  the  Shenandoah  River  in  Virginia ,  near  Winchester.
